Future looks 

brighter for 
post office 


IT’S the news that post 
office users in the Ely area 
have been waiting to hear 
for years. 

Not only does the city’s 
post office branch look set 
to stay in the High Street, it 
could also be revamped 
and its trading hours more 
than doubled. 

This week bosses at Post 
Office Ltd announced 
major plans to re-locate 
Ely’s post office less than 
100 metres down the road 
to the Premier Convenience 
Store in the High Street. 

The plan is to incorporate 
both stores but the compa¬ 
ny also wants the new post 
office to be open seven 
days a week and for its 
opening hours to be 
extended by 57 hours a 
week. 

They also want to create a 
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more modern open-plan 
environment and to extend 
the range of services it 
offers - something which 
frustrated residents have 
been demanding for some 
time. 

For years, the future of 
the city’s post office has 
been in jeopardy and 
things looked worse when 
its current operator, Lloyds 
Pharmacy, resigned earlier 
this year. 

As previously reported, 
Lloyds wants to move from 
High Street to St Mary’s 
Street and there are plans 
to turn the current post 
office branch into a Phones 
4 U mobile phone shop - 
plans which are proving to 
be controversial. 


Post Office Ltd has now 
launched a public consul¬ 
tation to enable people to 
speak up about the pro¬ 
posed move. 

Julia Marwood, Post 
Office Regional Network 
Manager, said: “We under¬ 
stand how important hav¬ 
ing a post office in Ely is 
and we are confident that 
the new branch will meet 
the needs of the local com¬ 
munity and secure services 
for the future. 

“The modernisation is 
part of a major investment

programme to convert the 
Post Office network to new- 
style branches. This invest¬ 
ment makes a commitment 
to no more branch closure 
programmes.” 

The new post office would 
have five serving positions 
- two open-plan, two 
screened counters and a 
serving point installed at 
the store’s retail counter. 

The proposed opening 
hours are Monday to 
Saturday from 7am-10pm 
and Sundays from 8am- 
9pm. A Lottery terminal 
would also be added to the 
branch if the proposal goes 
ahead. The public consul¬ 
tation ends on October 15.

Hospital changes 
‘for the better’ 


A HEALTH chief insists outpa¬ 
tient services at Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital will be changed 
for the better. 

Matthew Winn, chief executive 
of Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS trust, has spoken 
out to reassure residents that the 
hospital will “continue to pro¬ 
vide high quality services long 
into the future”. 

Ely News reported last week 
that outpatient services at the 
city’s hospital could be about to 
change - sparking fears for the 
elderly and the area’s most vul¬ 
nerable patients. 

All outpatient services there 
are currently delivered by the 
NHS trust but that could all be 
about to change as the 
Cambridgeshire and 

Peterborough Clinical 

Commissioning Group’s (CCG) 
Older People’s Programme has 
now been put out to tender. 

The CCG insists the procure¬ 
ment is to “improve outcomes 
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and service quality” for all 
patients but Huw Jones, Labour 
parliamentary candidate for 
South East Cambridgeshire, and 
some locals, are worried that the 
move will leave elderly and vul¬ 
nerable patients isolated. 

Mr Jones said: “Elderly parents 
and grandparents deserve the 
best possible services, so I am 
deeply concerned. It is clear that 
the CCG is moving towards pri¬ 
vatising all of Cambridgeshire’s 
Community Services meaning 
the Princess of Wales Hospital’s 
outpatient service could be next. 

“It is difficult to see how elderly 
and vulnerable patients will 
make their voices heard.” 

But Mr Winn has written to Ely 
News to assure patients - and Mr 
Jones - that there is nothing to 
worry about. He said: “I want to 
reassure your readers that the 
hospital is and will continue to 


be a key site to deliver health 
services to the residents of East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“We recognise what an impor¬ 
tant role it plays in supporting 
local people and the trust is 
committed to continue working 
with GPs (who are now responsi¬ 
ble for commissioning health 
services) to maintain and devel¬ 
op services located at the hospi¬ 
tal. 

“We are working with commis¬ 
sioners to expand services pro¬ 
vided on-site, recognising that 
travelling to other hospitals can 
be very problematic for local 
people. 

“As a result I’m convinced that 
the hospital will continue to pro¬ 
vide high quality services for 
people in and around Ely long 
into the future.” 

The CCG says the procurement 
is in its “early stage” and that it 
will be open to NHS organisa¬ 
tions, as well as the independent 
and voluntary sector. 


Tenant found for empty Ely shop: but who is it? 


A TENANT has finally been 
found for one of Ely’s most 
talked-about shops - but mys¬ 
tery still surrounds who it is. 

Local pub landlord and busi¬ 
nessman John Borland’s shop on 
the corner of Market Street has 
stood empty for years, despite 
being beautifully restored. 

But this week the ‘To Let’ sign 
inside the former greengrocers 


was changed to ‘Let’ - sparking 
rumours. 

Some people have heard it is 
going to become a bridal shop, 
others have heard another estate 
agency firm is moving in. 

There are also rumours it could 
become a cafe, charity shop or 
even a new tattoo parlour. 

A local shopkeeper, who did not 
want to be named, said: “Mr 


Borland’s shop is certainly the 
talk of the town this week. 

“The minute the ‘Let’ sign was 
put up the rumours started and 
I’ve heard all sorts of things. 

“It’s brilliant that someone is 
finally taking it on as it’s been 
empty for ages now.” 

Ely News contacted Mr Borland 
but he declined to discuss the 
matter.

Almost 5,000 people head for Cherry Hill for Ely’s biggest ever community event 




ORGANISERS of one of the biggest 
community events Ely has ever 
hosted say they are “over¬ 
whelmed” with its success. 

After almost a year of build-up to 
Party on the Hill, the musical 
extravaganza was held on Ely’s 
Cherry Hill on Saturday. 

Almost 5,000 people of all ages 
packed into the park for the event, 
which had boy band sensation Blue, 
recently reformed girl band Atomic 
Kitten and X-Factor winner Matt Cardie 
topping the bill. 

But the stellar music line-up didn’t 
end there. 

With the programme running from 
3pm right through to 11pm, revellers 
enjoyed performances by Df Ironik, 
The OBF, formerly known as Bucks 
Fizz, D:Ream, Snap, N’Trance, Dominic, 
Coyote, Dead Horse, Beach Blanket 
Bingo and fosh Curnow, to name just a 
few of the acts. 

This week it was revealed that around 
£75,000 was spent on securing the three 
main acts and that the event itself cost 
the organisers over £100,000. 

Matt Cardie, Atomic Kitten and some 
of the other acts spent the night at Ely’s 


new hotel, Poets House, but Blue had to 
leave the city shortly after finishing 
their performance. 

A private party after the event was held 
at Poets House into the early hours, 
where many sponsors and lucky party 
goers got to meet some of the stars. 

Party on the Hill was organised by 
local people Angela Oxley and Rupert 
Russell. 

Angela said: “We’re ecstatic with how 
well the event went and we’re actually 
quite overwhelmed. 

“Our main aim since the very begin¬ 
ning was to lay on a big community part 
like Ely had never seen before, and we 
feel we achieved that. 

“We’re just pleased that all the sleep¬ 
less nights were worthwhile and that we 
made what we thought was a dream a 
reality.” 

When asked whether Party on the Hill 
would become an annual event for Ely, 
Angela replied: “We’ve got something in 
the pipeline for next year. People will 
just have to watch this space.” 

The event’s nominated charity was 
East Anglia’s Children’s Hospices 
(EACH), with a proportion of ticket sales 
going into the organisation’s coffers. It 
is expected to have raised around £2,500 
for the charity.

Shock as lumps 
of stone crash 
on to pavement

TWO heavy pieces of 
masonry fell to the 
ground in Ely High 
Street on Monday, nar¬ 
rowly missing passers- 
by. 

The decorative pieces 
of stonework, believed 
to weigh around 200kg 
each, broke off from the 
wall of the city’s former 
Starbucks and plum¬ 
meted to the ground at 
about 11.30am. 

Shocked passers-by 
who witnessed the inci¬ 
dent stood around the 
lumps of stone while 
staff in Specsavers 
Opticians next door 
called police. 

Police then cordoned 
off the area, the fire ser¬ 
vice isolated electric 
wires and East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council workmen 
removed the debris 
before contacting the 
owner of the empty 
shop. 

Andy Lefevre, from 
Kent, was walking past 
the shop, which has 
stood empty for some 
time, as the stonework 
fell. 


He said: “It’s lucky 
nobody was killed. I’m a 
chartered surveyor so 
know about these things 
and I’d say each piece 
ways about 220kg. 


“If they’d fallen on 
someone they’d have 
been killed for sure.” 

Ion Wade, watch com¬ 
mander for 

Cambridgeshire Fire 


and Rescue Service, said 
one fire crew from Ely 
attended the incident. 

He said: “It could have 
seriously harmed any¬ 
one who happened to be 
walking beneath it. 

“Luckily nobody was 
hurt, despite the pave¬ 
ment being extremely 
busy with shoppers. 

“The police cordoned 
off the area, and we 
removed the remaining 
loose pieces of debris 
before isolating electri¬ 
cal wires.” 

A member of staff from 
Specsavers said: “We 
heard the stonework fall 
- it was very loud. 

“It’s so, so lucky that 
nobody was walking 
underneath it as the 
time as they would have 
been seriously hurt or 
killed for sure. 

“It’s also extremely 
lucky that Starbucks 
isn’t open any longer as 
their tables and chairs 
used to be out the front 
and this would have 
fallen on anyone who 
was sitting there.”

The town is smaller than Ely, with about 8500 
people, but surprisingly for the size of 
population, it has a wider selection of shopping 
facilities, with many more independent shops 
in the town centre and a small retail park on 
the edge providing M&S Food, Halfords, 
Homebase and Majestic Wines. It also has 
three supermarkets, two market days (which 
Ely does much better), a brand new library, a 
well used swimming pool/leisure centre and it 
is very much a tourist centre with all that 
brings. Tourism is co-ordinated very well 
across the county/district/town and is 
recognised to be a major component in the life 
and prosperity of the town. The tourist 
information centre is sited in the market place 
and is under the auspices of the town council. 

I feel that there are many similarities between 
Ashbourne and Ely and the City will see an 
upturn in its fortunes as a tourist centre, as the 
City Council takes under its wing more of the 
specific-to-Ely aspects of responsibility from 
the District Council. This development will,

AN innovative new project 
has been launched in East 
Cambridgeshire to help 
dog owners who struggle 
to exercise their pets.

Chris says more and 
more dogs are not getting 
the daily exercise they 
need, which leads to prob¬ 
lems such as behaviour 
issues, boisterousness and 
even aggression. 

Phil McCormick, who 
recently completed the lat¬ 
est Take the Lead pro¬ 
gramme and will be help¬ 
ing on the K9 Walk Support 
programme, said: “The 
Take the Lead programme 
really helped with my con¬ 
fidence and I have had 
some really good inter¬ 


views since finishing the 
programme, but still sadly 
do not have a full time job. 

“I love dogs and have one 
of my own so this is a 
chance to do something I 
like while developing new 
skills. 

“We are going to be 
involved in all aspects of 
the project so I will get to 
learn about working as a 
team, applying for fund¬ 
ing, as well as dog han¬ 
dling skills.” 

The project was officially 
launched on Lriday at a 
dog-themed charity event 
at the Ely Cathedral 
Centre. 

Visitors were able to find 
out more about the scheme 
as well as browse stalls and 
enjoy homemade cakes. 

The event was organised 
by the charity to raise 
money for K9 Walk Support 
and the Blue Cross for Pets 
Charity.

Brain injury 
survivors tell 
their stories 


FOR 17 years the world-renowned 
Oliver Zangwill Centre in Ely has been 
helping people with brain injuries get 
their lives back on track. 

Now the centre has produced a new 
book aimed to give readers an insight 
into the effects of brain injury - from 
the point of view of its survivors. 

Life After Brain Injury: Survivors’Stories 
features first-hand accounts from cli¬ 
ents of the Oliver Zangwill Centre, the 
neuropsychological rehabilitation cen¬ 
tre based at Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

The book gives the personal accounts 
of people who have lived through a 
brain injury, alongside reports from 
professional therapists about the cli¬ 
ent’s progress through rehabilitation. 

Although primarily aimed at profes¬ 
sionals working in the field of brain 
injury rehabilitation, the authors, 
Professor Barbara Wilson, who estab¬ 
lished the centre in 1996, and clinical 
psychologists Jill Winegardner and 
Fiona Ashworth, who both work at the 
centre, hope that the stories within will 
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be of interest to anyone dealing with an 
acquired brain injury-whether through 
surviving an injury themselves or being 
a relative, friend or carer. 

Among the case studies in the book 
are Tim Lodge, 52, from Burwell, who 
suffered a serious brain injury after 
being knocked off his bike. 

His story outlines how his time at the 
centre helped him devise strategies to 
enable him to return to work. 

Professor Wilson said: “By focusing on 
the survivors’ perspective we hope to 
show how rehabilitation is an interac¬ 
tive process between people with brain 
injury, health care staff, and others, 
while giving the survivors a chance to 
tell their own stories of life before their 
injury, the nature of the insult, their 
early treatment, and subsequent reha¬ 
bilitation.” 

The book has been published by 
Psychology Press and is priced at £28.99.

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Injured woman, 36, rescued 
from 65ft up church bell tower

A MUM had to be rescued by firefight¬ 
ers from a 65ft high bell tower after 
she fell and broke her ankle. 

It is believed the 36-year-old woman, 
who was eventually lowered through a 
trap door to safety, was watching her 
daughter at a bell ringing class at St 
Andrew’s Church in Soham when the 
accident happened. 

According to Reverend Canon Tim 
Alban Jones, vicar of St Andrew’s, who 
wasn’t there at the time, the woman 
stepped onto a box - around six inches 
tall - to take a photograph of her 
daughter when she slipped and broke 
her ankle. 

An ambulance was called but 
because the woman was inside the 
ringing chamber of the church’s bell 
tower - only accessible via a steep spi¬ 
ral staircase - the fire service had to be 
called to help carry her down. 

A fire crew from Cambridge attended 
and managed to free the woman by 
removing a trap door in the floor of the 
ringing chamber and lowering her 
through it, secured in a harness. 

Revd Alban Jones said: “I’m told the 
woman was there with her partner 
watching her daughter learn how to 
ring the bells with one of our dedicat¬ 
ed bell ringers. 

“She stood on a box which is only 
around six inches high to take a pic¬ 
ture of the girl when she slipped and

twisted her ankle. It was literally a 
small slip, almost like slipping off a 
pavement. 

“The reason she had to be winched 
down the tower was because of the 
spiral staircase and the fact nobody 
could get a stretcher up there to rescue 
her. 


“The woman is from Littleport I 
believe. We take safety very seriously 
and we’re all very upset that an acci¬ 
dent like this happened.” 

The drama happened just before 
8.30pm last Wednesday and the 
woman was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by ambulance for treatment.

Crash victim’s 
bid to support 
spinal unit

A BUSINESSMAN has said a 
£4,OOO-plus ‘thank you’ to 
the hospital that helped 
him get his life back on 
track following a horrific 
accident. 

Father-of-two Jason Miller, 
who runs coaching compa¬ 
ny Mil-Ken in Littleport, was 
left paralysed after a cycling 
accident while on holiday in 
Portugal last year. 

But he has battled back 
with the help of the Princess 
Royal Spinal Injuries Unit in 
Sheffield and is now going 
out of his way to raise money 
for the unit. 

Jason was holidaying with 
his wife, Kara, and daugh¬ 
ters Amber, 16, and Libby, 7, 
in Portugal. 

Fie was out cycling one day 
and was riding downhill 
when a car turned in front of 
him. In the collision that fol¬ 
lowed he broke his back,

most of his ribs and both 
collarbones and was left 
paralysed from the chest 
down. 

He was in intensive care in 
hospital in Lisbon for about 
three-and-a-half weeks 
before being flown to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
where he stayed for almost a 
month before being trans¬ 
ferred to the Sheffield spinal 


unit. The fundraising for the 
unit started soon after Jason 
came home in March at a 
party for family, friends and 
Mil-Ken staff - and with the 
help of the Anglia 
Co-operative store in 
Littleport and a matching 
donation from the Anglia 
Co-operative Community 
Fund, it has now topped 
£4,000. 

Kara said: “Jason was 
extremely fit at the time of 
the accident and loved 
cycling. Now he is cycling 
again with a hand bike and 
his goal is to get himself fit 
enough to complete the Kilo 
To Go cycle ride from 
London to Cambridge next 
July in aid of the spinal unit. 

“He remains very positive 
and he is determined he 
wants to drive a coach 
again. 

“We’ve had a coach and a 
minibus adapted with hand 
controls and his aim is to 
start driving again.”

“We already support a number 
of families in Cambridgeshire 
through our Autism Alert Card 
Scheme and have been look¬ 
ing for the right opportunity 
to increase support in the 
county.”

Rich Soil Rich Heritage 
is a community heritage 
project funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
which wants to record 
first-hand accounts from 
members of the early 
Polish settlers or their 
descendants. 

In the late 1940s, 
accommodation former¬ 
ly used by airmen from 
RAF Mepal was given 
over to hundreds of 
Polish people who had 
been displaced by the 
Second World War. 
Whole families lived for 
around a decade from 
1947 in the former RAF 
buildings that were 
mainly in Witcham. 

“Many of the Polish 


people had fought along¬ 
side British forces during 
the war and were then 
given the opportunity to 
settle in Britain,” said 
Frank Crosby, project 
manager. 

“The story of these pio¬ 
neering Polish families 
and their experiences is a 
very important part of 
our area’s heritage and 
we are very keen to hear 
from anyone with family 
connections to this early 
Polish community in 
Witcham.”

If you have a rental property do 
you know that it is possible to 
claim tax relief on the interest 
paid on a loan used for purposes 
completely unrelated to the 
property? 


The key to this is that the loan 
must be new, additional 
borrowing taken out after the 
property has been purchased and 
it must not take the total 
borrowings on that property to 
more than the cost of the property 
when purchased or its market 
value when first let, if later. 


For example, if you bought a 
property for letting in 2010 for 
£140,000 with a mortgage for 
£120,000, you can take out a loan 
for up to £20,000 now to buy a 
car or spend on home 
improvements and still claim the 
loan interest as an expense against 
your rental income. This seems 
too good to be true, doesn’t it? 


The principle behind this is that 
for many years now, rental 
businesses have been subject to 
the same rules as trades and all 
business proprietors are entitled 
to withdraw their capital from the 
business and take out a loan to 
replace it. 


If you have already taken out such 
a loan and have not been claiming 
tax relief then don’t worry, you 
still have time to amend your tax 
assessments for the years ended 5 
April 2010 onwards, but do not 
delay as HMRC time limits are 
strict.

Warnings 
over latest 
phone scam 


THREE people in 
Cambridgeshire have fallen 
victim to a scam in which a 
fraudster pretends to be a 
police officer. 

Officers believe the fraud¬ 
sters target elderly people 
and call on land lines late at 
night or early in the morning 
when the victim is in bed. 

Residents are being urged 
to be on their guard. 

The caller claims a crimi¬ 
nal has been arrested with a 
substantial sum of money on 
them and a list of names and 
addresses, including the vic¬ 
tim’s. 

The caller then advises the 
victim to call their bank 
using a number on the back 
of their bank card. The vic¬ 
tim hangs up but the caller 
does not and the call is not 
terminated. 

As a result and without 
realising it, the victim starts 
talking to the fraudster 
again, thinking they have 
called their bank. 

The offender claims he will 
need to examine the victim’s 
bank card and will need their 
PIN number. 

The caller says he will send 
a courier to collect the card 
before a smartly dressed 
man arrives at the victim’s 
home. The card is then taken 
and the PIN number used to 
withdraw cash.

There have been three 
recent incidents in 
Cambridgeshire, but there 
have been other offences in 
other parts of the country. 

In all three incidents, the 
victim was elderly and offic¬ 
ers believe vulnerable people 
are being targeted. 

Pc Vic Paterson, from 
Cambridgeshire Police, said: 
“Two of the victims in 
Cambridgeshire lost about 
£300 and one realised some¬ 
thing wasn’t right and 
refused to give her PIN num¬ 
ber over the phone. 

“My key message is that 
banks will never ask for your 
PIN number over the phone 
and you should never give it 
out. 

“If you’re in doubt about 
anyone you are speaking to 
on the phone, hang up and 
ensure the line has been ter¬ 
minated before ringing back 
on an official number. 

“You should never give any 
bank cards to anyone at your 
door, even if they say they are 
from your bank.” 

The incidents are being 
investigated by Action Fraud, 
the national fraud and inter¬ 
net crime reporting centre.

SHAKESPEARE’S Globe will be touring 
the three Henry VI plays under their 
original titles - Harry the Sixth, The 
Houses of York & Lancaster and The 
True Tragedy of the Duke of York to 
Cambridge this autumn, as part of a 
large national tour that also takes in 
open air performances at Wars of the 
Roses battlefields. 

The Henry VI plays begin with the 
death of Henry V and together chart 
the entirety of his son's turbulent 
reign. They encompass the stories of 
Joan of Arc, who is burnt at the stake 
at the end of Harry the Sixth, and 
Jack Cade, whose short-lived peasant 
rebellion is depicted in The Houses of 
York & Lancaster. 

Yet at the heart of all three plays is 
the lethal struggle between York and 
Lancaster. The black comedy that 
builds with each reversal of power in 
The True Tragedy of the Duke of York 
ultimately sets the stage for the ascent 
of Shakespeare's demonic Richard III. 

Although usually performed as a 
trilogy, the Henry VI plays were not 
intended as such and each one can 
be enjoyed without knowledge of 
the others. The Globe will present 
each of the three plays as stand¬ 
alone productions, emphasizing their 
individual strengths and qualities, 
while also providing the opportunity to 
see all three staged chronologically in 


a single day. 

Overflowing with intrigue and 
violence, this was Shakespeare's first 
blockbuster history sequence and 
firmly established his reputation as one 
of the most popular playwrights of the 
Elizabethan age. 

The three plays will be directed by 
Nick Bagnall, whose previous directing 
credits include Betrayal (Crucible 
Theatre, Sheffield) and Entertaining Mr 
Sloane (Trafalgar Studios).

About Time (I2A, 123 mins) 

ALL good things must come to 
an end. 

As a writer and more recently 
a director, Richard Curtis 
has warmed the cockles of 
the nation's heart with his 
rose-tinted romantic comedies 
that suggest every bumbling, 
accident-prone Englishman 
gets the impossibly beautiful 
girl with a combination of 
expletives, dry humour and 
good fortune. 

Our love affair with Curtis 
started in 1994 with Four 
Wedding & A Funeral, 
which earned him an Oscar 
nomination for his screenplay, 
and has continued unabated 
through Bean, Notting Hill, 
Bridget Jones's Diary, Love 
Actually and various sequels. 

About Time is purportedly 
his final film (as director - 
he'll carry on writing) and 
it is a fittingly amusing and 
heartbreaking swansong. 

Set largely in London with 
occasional forays to the 
picturesque Cornish coast, this 
bittersweet romcom concerns 
not only saying goodbye to 
the people you love, but also 
bidding farewell to childhood 
and the safety net of a parent's 
guiding hand. 

Admittedly, Curtis is guilty 
of old habits. His characters 
are almost exclusively white, 
upper middle class, and seem 
to be able to afford sizeable 
properties in the capital 
despite modest salaries. But 
once you accept that realism 
is a distant stranger to certain 


elements of the writing, About 
Time casts a heady spell. 

Shortly after he turns 21, nice 
guy Tim (Domhnall Gleeson) 
is ushered into the office of 
his father (Bill Nighy) for a 
revealing heart-to-heart. 

He reveals that Tim harks 
from a long line of male time 
travellers, who can go back 
along their own timeline to 
correct past mistakes and 
relive fond memories. 

Sure enough, Tim is able to 
skip back through his personal 
history. 

The young man begins to 
master this new skill, which 


comes in very handy when he 
crosses paths with an insecure 
beauty called Mary (Rachel 
McAdams) and bungles their 
first meeting. 

With the benefit of time 
travel, Tim corrects wrinkles in 
the relationship and romance 
blossoms. However, every 
correction risks ripples through 
time and Tim gradually 
learns that there are some 
imperfections which must 
never be smoothed. 

About Time is a treat. But 
keep plenty of handkerchiefs 
about your person - the final 
15 minutes will wring you dry.

Forcing bulbs for 
the festive season 


BARELY have you started to plant your spring¬ 
flowering bulbs, and it’s already time to think 
about the winter and how to replicate these blooms 
indoors, without spending a fortune. 

The answer is to 'force' bulbs into flower, that is 
give them assistance to bloom far earlier indoors 
than they would normally 
outside. 

Garden centres should 
now be stocking up on bulbs 
which are sold specifically for 
forcing, which may include 
fragrant hyacinths, large- 
flowered crocus, hippeastrums, 
miniature daffodils and a few 
tulips, which should be marked 
'prepared' in the shop. 

By growing bulbs indoors, 
in a warmer atmosphere than 
they are accustomed to in 
the garden, for all or part of 
their growing season, they'll grow more quickly 
and flower earlier than they would otherwise. 
However, if you bring them on too quickly, they 
may fail. 

You can use any type of pot because indoor 
bulbs can manage without drainage as they are 
being grown for such a short time, provided the 
container holds enough compost to accommodate 


the bulbs. It's worth spreading a layer of gravel at 
the bottom of the pot to help drainage. 

For best results go for bulb fibre when growing 
bulbs in containers with no drainage, as it has 
plenty of air space and often contains added 
charcoal which keeps the compost fresh, even 
if it becomes too moist. 
Alternatively, you can use multi¬ 
purpose compost. 

Prepared hyacinths are the 
most popular bulbs for forcing 
and generally go on sale at the 
beginning of September, after 
being given a couple of weeks 
of cold treatment to make them 
think they've gone through 
winter. 

Whatever you do, don't leave 
'prepared' bulbs for a few weeks 
in a warm environment before 
planting, or they will lose the 
cold effect they were given initially. Instead, store 
them in a cool, dark place and plant them by the 
middle of September if you want them to flower by 
Christmas. 

For the best effect, plant bulbs of the same 
colour together. They should be planted close 
together on top of a depth of at least 6cm of 
compost, so they are not quite touching one 


another. Then fill the bowl to just below the 
rim with compost, so their growing tips are 
just sticking out above the surface. Don't firm 
the bulb fibre down or it may hinder the root 
system establishing quickly. Make sure you don't 
overwater them, just water the compost lightly. 

Place the container in a cool, dark place such as 
the shed or a closed cupboard in a cold room for 
10-14 weeks, to encourage the flowering stems 
to develop before the leaves. It also enables the 
root system to become well-established. If the 
bulb fibre becomes dry at any time, water carefully 
between the bulbs. 

Don't hurry them because insufficient time in the 
dark will result in stunted flowers or failure. When 
the leaf shoots are around 1-2in (4-5cm) high, 
move the container into a cool, light room. The 
flower buds which you can see between the tips of 
the leaves should just be starting to show signs of 
colour. If you remove the bulbs too early the leaves 
will grow too quickly and will obscure the flowers 

If you want to delay flowering, put the bulbs 
outside in a sheltered position so the flowers 
develop more slowly, then move them inside, but 
not near a radiator. 

Paperwhite narcissi and other dwarf narcissi 
may be given a cold preparation prior to sale 
and should be stored in a cold, dark place and 
then planted every couple of weeks from mid-

With hosts St Ives leading 2-0 in the FA 
Cup, preliminary round tie at Westwood 
Road, visitors Soham really should have 
pulled a goal back when Luke Stanley 
missed an excellent headed chance from 
substitute Connor Wood’s free kick. 

The Saints went straight down the other 
end and Karl Gibbs was denied by a smart 
save from Dan Bircham, but the goalkeeper 
could only watch on as the ball rolled to the 
feet of Ogbonna. 

But, just as Liverpool’s Israeli striker 
Rosenthal did all those years ago at Villa 
Park and has never lived down, the St Ives 
forward somehow managed to miss with 
the goal gaping. 

Fortunately for him and his team, that 
spurned opportunity was not a disaster as, 
after Soham did manage to pull a goal back 
through Jordan Gent, Ogbonna quickly put 
the game to bed at the end of another rapid 
breakaway. 

Soham had a good spell towards the end 
of the first period, but they never got going 
and certainly contributed to their own 
downfall. 

The intriguing match-up came in the 


middle of the park as the two captains went 
head-to-head - Jimmy Dean for St Ives and 
Michael Simpson for Soham. 

And, although Simpson produced several 
meaty challenges and got forward to have 
efforts on goal, his passion was not repli¬ 
cated around the pitch in great enough 
quantity for Soham to get a grip on pro¬ 
ceedings, whereas Dean’s enthusiasm 
rubbed off on his men, with the likes of 
David Cobb and Ogbonna delivering the 
goods. 

The Saints took the lead with only two 
minutes on the clock, Karl Gibbs convert¬ 
ing a near-post header from Stuart Cobb’s 
in-swinging corner. 

David Cobb terrorised the Soham defence 
for much of the first half, cutting in from 
the left flank, and Soham manager Steve 
Fallon was left shaking his head on several 
occasions as the midfielder continued to 
come inside and be allowed to shoot or 
pass. 

It was no surprise when the Saints dou¬ 
bled their lead 18 minutes in, Ogbonna 
swivelling inside the box and lashing the 
ball past Bircham. 

And, before his miss and his second goal, 
Ogbonna went close with a fine free kick 
which drew an equally good save from 
Bircham.

“But our gym is buzzing at the 
moment because Anthony 
Joshua (Olympic heavyweight 
champion) is there now and 
Darren Barker has just won the 
world title and everyone just 
motivates each other.”
